They habitually con­ 
fuse finn is But we don't think that Amer­ 
icans generally wall mistake one day {or 
the other. 
With few exceptions, 
most 
Americans are well aw are that the bless­ 
ings they have that really count don't 
originate in Washington or in any State 
capital. 
You might say they see here a clear 
separation of Church and State. 
And 
having rendered unto Caesar whatever 
tribute was due him on November 8, 
Americans will recognize Thanksgiving 
for what it truly is: a time to render unto 
God the thanks that are due Him for the 
many blessings He has seen fit to bestow 
upon us. 
"There is no need to try to inventory 
these. Some we all enjoy in common 
while others are spread among us in 
ai eater or lesser measure. For example, 
ill thooe reading these lines are blessed 
with the gift of life. Not all are blessed 
equally with good health. But all of us 
owe thanks to the Creator Who has sub­ 
stained us to this Thanksgiving. 
"This is not intended as a Thanks- 
uving \ rayer, for such prayer is a per­ 
sonal matter. Rather it is just a reminder 
that this is the special time, unique in 
our country, for giving thanks 
to Him

We hope that you will be able to 
spend Thanksgiving in the company of 
family and friends most dear to you.

"Which states turn out the best high­ 
school students'" According to a report 
by The Council for Basic Education in 
Washington, D. C., as reported in this

Using the scores from tile National 
Merit Scholarship tests as the basis tor 
judgement, 
Texas 
ranked 
somewhere 
below the top 15 and I would suspect way 
below. The magazine listed the top 15 
and then listed a scattering of others with­ 
out listing Texas. Surprisingly, California 
ranked 20th. 
Connecticut was first, followed by 
New York and District of Columbia. Even 
such states as Wyoming and Montana 
made it into the top 15, but not Texas. 
The rankings were compiled by the 
number of juniors, from Doth public and 
private schools in each state, who had 
scored in the top 6 . of those taking the 
1965 test. 
Texas passed up a golden opportun­ 
ity to have the finest education system in 
the nation a number of years ago when 
the oil business was at its peak and the 
valuations were high. Instead of adding 
to this bonanza with taxes from other 
sources we just sot back and expected 
the oil money to foot all of the bills. 
This was tine for awhile, but now, 
when we need more and more money 10 
operate the schools to meet the higher 
standards of today, we find the oil money 
disappearing rapidly. And the citizens 
cf Texas, who are used to someone else 
paying the bills, are not very* enthused 
about coming up with the needed money. 
Over the years it has been the sal­ 
vation of the school children of Texas 
that oil people have been more interested 
in education than the rest of us. But it is 
somebody elses turn now.
